including the Division Chiefs and technitians, unanimously concur that with a 
budget of $1,000,000 (m) even a semblance of the program as planned will be 
impossible. Unless drastic reductions are made in the number of proposed 
projects and the overall program greatly cut back in size, the Mission will be 
paralyzed and the technicians rendered almost wholly ineffective, 


It is difficult to see how the Program Agreements, signed by “AG and U.S. 
Government officials and committing TCA and SAG to carry out projects in 
Agriculture, Education, Health, Natural Resources, Transportation and 
Commmication, and Public Administration, could be implemented on a budget 
of $1,000,000 (m). These Program Agreements broadly commit the U.S. to 
provide technical assistance to Saudi Arabia through the provision of tech- 
nicians and equipment and supplies for demonstrational purposes. A budget of 
$1,000,000 (m) would preclude the péssibility of putting into effect the terms 
of these Agreements,

Project at El Darb remains at a standstill due to lack of technicians 
in the field. Further exploratory well drilling failed to bring in 
fresh water. It had been hoped that wells would supply part of the 
water for irrigating a large plot of currently uncultivated ground 
northwest of El Darb, When an irrigation engineer and a range 
management specialist arrive in Saudi Arabia they will investigate 
the possibilities of water spreading in the Wadi, By better 
diversion of flood waters and the construction of diversion struct- 
ures it may be possible to increase the amount of land now under 
cultivation, 


Trips were made by Dr. Edens and Tom Moon to Wadi Khulais to 
locate, if possible, land which might be used for demonstrational 
plots, It appeared as though most of the cultivable land is already 
being worked. Further action waits upon studies to be made by the 
soils technician and irrigation engineer being recruited, 


Two plots of ground on SAG experimental farms in Hadda esh Sham, 
have been selected for demonstration purposes, Soybean, peanut, 
sorghum and cantaloupe seeds have been planted under the supervision 
of Tom Moon, The seed bed was turned by ox power using a plow 


provided by TCA.

SECTION I. CRITIQUE 


While progress was made on certain projects already begun, no new under- 
takings of importance were started or project agreements signed during the 
month. 


The Aerial Survey company completed the photography contracted for in 
Western Saudi Arabia, This permitted the Railroad Survey field party to 
proceed according to schedule, It is expected that the Railway Survey 
report will be ready for presentation to SAG by August. 


Saudi Arab criticism of the program became pronounced towards the end 
of March. This attitude was evident in the request by the Minister of Health 
that TCA withdraw its Health Division, as in Saudi opinion, nothing had been 
achieved, Currently, this matter is under discussion. Many factors go to 
make up this attitude. Anti-western leaders are taking advantage of any 
apparent weakness in the program to gain their objective of forcing TCA to 
leave Saudi Arabia. Despite a number of concrete achievements by TCA, 
there is a prevalent feeling on the part of the Saudis that the program is 
still a paper one and has not done what it set out to do, There is a Saudi 
tendency to overlook their own responsibility in slowing up program growth 
through dilatory tactics and lack of decision, As regards the Health 
Program, TCA/W's withholding approval of the Quarantine Station Project, 
previously given high priority by SAG, has undoubtedly caused the feeling 
to grow that TCA in Saudi Arabia does not intend to do work of fundamental 
importance for the country. This delay has greatly strengthened the hand 
of those who seek to discredit TCA locally. The Secretary General of the 
Health Department reported that Prince Abdulla Feisal was influenced by 
statements made by the Regional Director of WHO to the effect that TCA had 
no worth while services to offer and is in fact not favorably disposed to 
assist in essential health programs, 


It is believed likely that SAG demands and pressure for large grants 
in aid will increase in the next several months. The enlarged program in 


Egypt and the extensive aid given to Israel serve to stimlate discontent. 
This undoubtedly will be a crucial period for TCA in Saudi frabia,

Agriculture 


The Agriculture program is in a critical condition due in part to 
the lack of even one technical specialist in any of the basic fields of agri- 
culture and the fact that no projects have been undertaken to date. In 
Dr. Edens' opinion, the technicians are necessary for the drawing up of 
projects agreements and their prosecution. The El Darb Rural Community Devel- 
opment Project is virtually at a standstill. To date, test wells have not 
located fresh water and others must be drilled. There is only one technician 
present to carry on work with farmers. Mr. Moon was with the drilling crew 
at El Darb and made studies of the farms, crops, methods of seeding, culti- 
vation, harvesting, insect pests, flora, etc. 


4 Dr. Edens held a number of conferences during the month with the 
Director General of Agriculture, 


A trip was made to Al Hasa in order to investigate the problem of 
housing for technicians in that Province. Studies were undertaken of the 
possibility of a land leveling project to demonstrate proper irrigation 
methods, However, to date, no projects have been presented by Dr. Edens 
for discussion with SAG, 


The Agriculture Experiment Station at Hadda esh Sham was visited, 
This farm is currently neglected by the SAG Department of Agriculture although 
water and soil conditions appear to be good. 


Wadis Khulais and Asfan were visited in order to select well 
drilling sites near cultivable land. Soil studies and irrigation problems 
must be carried on before potentialities of these locations will be known.

Dr. Dolley reports that the School of Commerce has 125 
indifidual students enrolled, with a total of 2000 student hours of 
attendance; 1450 SR total fees were received during the last Arabic month;

At Musaijid, a well with good water at about 90 feet was

The Classification Guide, in index form, to the new Tariff Schedule, 
settling the proper classification of approximately 2000 different types of 
commodities, was finally agreed to by the top customs officials. This work 
has been printed in Arabic and is being bound with the new "Tariff Ordinance 
of 1372", An English translation of the law and guide is being stencilled. 


Saudi Arabian officials announced that a Customs Ordinance 
drawn up by Hilmi Bey Jinani, an Egyptian Customs Advisor had been approved, 
The Saudi officials did not consult with Mr. Kennedy on this matter despite 
the fact that the regulations mentioned above are poorly drawn and are in 
conflict with the new tariff law. 


The Bill of Entry approved in December, 1952, has not yet been 
printed. SAG officials are supposed to be seeking a foreign printing 
establishment to do the work. No progress has been made relative to the 
proposal of Mr, Izzidine for changes in the Customs Accounting System in 
Jidda, 


The present attitude of the customs officials as regards the 
customs regulations can, to a degree, be attributed to the wish of certain 
officials to undo the work of this Mission, It has been rumored that some 
officials even want to get rid of the new tariff law. Meetings with the 
officials are being held and it is hoped they may, be persuaded not to 
adopt the above-mentioned customs regulations and Proceed with a plan 
more in accordance with the tariff law and local necessities, In part, 
this action of the SAG officials may be regarded as an attempt to discredit 
the work of this field group.
